SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the magazine Hard-Core 35 as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine contains high resolution colour photo features with accompanying text. 
Both the photo features and the text are sexually explicit with a particular focus upon 
anal and vaginal intercourse, and female and male genitalia. 

Hard-Core 35 tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes by depicting a mature male school teacher engaging in sexual 
intercourse with female students who appear to be in their mid-teens. The material is 
presented in a manner whereby young adolescent women are presented as legitimate 
sexual partners to the magazine’s male readership. 

The magazine is therefore deemed objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993. This provision overrides si 4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 as it is a deeming provision that cannot be given a 
meaning consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in si 4. 
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
